Because inadequate financial resources, not only 
are children being left deplorable homes, but also 
many taken into care have had returned homes 
from which they had been removed court action. 

Some those discharged from care have already ap- 
peared delinquents the courts which they were 
originally removed from their homes neglected. 
Children who previous months were not accepted 
“neglected” children, are now coming into care through 
delinquency, frequent forerunner vagabondage 
and crime.

Because 
ment, parents and relatives have been contributing 
and less toward the support children who cannot 
maintained their own homes. The funds supplied 
foster parents for the expense these children have 
been severely cut.

There 
has been steady increase the number states pro- 
viding for state participation financing mothers’ aid. 
Witk this payment state funds, there has also come 
enlargement state responsibility for the admin- 
istration the aid. 

purely administrative trend, the county unit 
development very important. The county has come 
quite generally accepted practical and effec- 
tive administrative unit. 

Administration, however, has not kept pace 
with legislation principally because lack funds.

The trend legislation for crippled children 
toward state-wide surveys locate young crippled 
children, the establishment clinics for diagnosis and 
follow-up care.

The extension the jurisdiction such courts 
include divorce and separation, which are rightfully the 
concern the high court the state, live problem. 
present certain domestic relations courts have such 
extended jurisdiction. favor the argument 
set forth that where the court’s sole aim the welfare 
the family can, with flexible and social procedure, 
reach better solution. 

There has also been steady advance the human- 
izing juvenile courts, various states aiming assure 
the child the minimum protection separate hear- 
ings, informal court procedure, regular probation service 
for investigation and supervision, separate detention, 
separate confidential records and mental and physical 
examinations. 

legislation with regard paternity proceedings 
and the protection and support children born out 
wedlock, continued effort being made dignify 
the proceedings and give such children normal pro- 
tection. 

Most states recognize the social and moral danger in- 
herent child marriages. combat it, legislation 
requiring statutory delay being enacted. Certain 
states also require the consent juvenile court 
higher court addition the consent the parent 
guardian.

The necessity for 
limitation must accepted before therapy possible 
all. represents more vividly than any other 
category the necessity accepting limitation well 
the inability so, and symbolizes therefore the 
whole problem living. The reaction each indi- 
vidual limited unlimited time betrays his deepest 
and most fundamental life pattern, his relation the 
growth process itself, beginnings and endings, 
being born and dying.”

for understanding the therapeutic process and all that 
may involve for the client and for herself; the 
other hand she left free limit herself terms 
her agency function she decides. She should 
clearly recognize her own abilities and limitations, and 
confine her activities the field which she best 
fitted practise. 

the two sections which follow, Dr. Taft gives her 
abstractions “‘a chance come alive for those who 
want understand They contain actual 
histories therapeutic contacts with two children, 
seven-year-old girl, and boy, also seven. The situa- 
tion leading the contact indicating the need for 
therapy briefly given. each instance the records 
are followed interpretative discussion the 
material presented and some comparison the two 
cases. The records are well chosen for contrast be- 
cause the inherent difference the make-up the 
two children; their widely divergent life 
stances; their totally different response the 
therapeutic situation; and also because the difference 
feeling the therapist herself—which frankly 
discussed. 

The cumulative effect reading these two records 
hard describe. One runs gamut intellectual 
interest and emotion—feeling which sometimes posi- 
tive and sometimes very negative. times one feels 
that the therapist’s refusals are too much endure, 
and then the feeling will softened the realization 
that they are almost more than the therapist herself 
can bear, but there conscious purpose back them. 
The intimate picture child’s undirected play 
through many hours appealing. the outset one 
may somewhat puzzled, but there progressive 
realization the child’s developing ability meet re- 
fusals and disappointments, and handle them within 
and for himself without too much pain and fear. 
this carries over into everyday life the process has been 
vital one. Certainly the reader emerges from the ex- 
perience with sense growth the child, which 
would support Dr. Taft’s conception therapy 
growth process. 

This particularly true the case 
From the viewpoint the children’s worker, Jackie’s 
sturdy acceptance new home—one the country 
where did not wish go—is special interest. In- 
cidentally, anyone who wants spend some hours 
with boy should read Jackie. The 
series hours toward the end the contact evoke 
image a-little-boy-flying, which gives sensation 
liberation thoroughly delightful.
